Dunlap, Hicks, Huebsch, Kessinger, Reynolds, 
Swift, and Wright; and, Representatives Bauer, 
Bruer, Bush, Castle, Chutch, Devine, Elrod, C. D. 
Franz, Harrell, Hunter, Little, Miller, O'Neill, 
Rennitk, Rice, Roe, Snell, Swanson, Tice, and 
Wylie. 

In these forty you have a legislative blue book, 
with integrity and independénce and more than 
average judgment as the criteria for admission. 

Inevitably, in making a selection primarily on 
the basis of one bill—the quo warranto bill—some 
legislators of more than average ability and of 
otherwise useful records were omitted. Nor are 
we whaware that some of those in our corre- 
spondent’s list voted contrary*to what we believe 
would have been wise and right on other impor’ 
tant measures. | 

On the whole, however, the forty represent, we 
think, the best element in the legislature. 

These legislators were chosen, of course, largely 
on the basis of a Chicago and Cook county point 
of view. More particularly they were chosen from 
our Own TRIBUNE point of view. Many of them, 


te be the interests of Cook county and Chicago. 
As @ group, they represent those qualities to be 
desired in a representative and in a citizen which 
are not local to any city or county or to any par- 
ticular set of policies, but which are the founda- 
Uions of good law-making and good government.

AN INCREDIBLE VERDICT. 


The acquittal of the youth Katzewitz in Judge 
Miller’s court Tuesday suggests that an investi- 
gation might be advisable. The failure of justice 
was so flagrant that it is difficult to account for 
it except on the theory of corruption. We realize | 
the low level of intelligence many of our juries 
represent, but in this instance the proof of com- 
plicity in the brutal killing of a father of five 
children, looking for employment in the vicinity 
of the pay roll robbery in which the defendant 
was concerned, was so clear that Judge Miller 
rebuked the Jury for its verdict. Both the fact 
and the law seems:to be clear but the jury either 
refused to see the one or obey the other. 

If there was no sinister influence upon the jury, 
the case emphasizes the great need for a system 
of jury service which will weed out the mental 
and moral incompetence which such a verdict 
represents. There are many weaknésses in our 
administration of criminal justice, but certainly 
the quality of some of our juries points one of 
the most serious of its shortcomings.

LIFE INSURANCE.

TRAFFIC REGULATION IN 
LIBERTYVILLE.

greatest agricultural Gevelop- 
ment occurred during the thirty years 
succeeding the civil war,” Mr. Boysen 
explained. “‘Agriculture “developed so 
fast and its financial needs were so 
heavy that the funds available never 
quite kept up with the demand, and 
often, when most needed, failed entire- 
ly. Agriculture suffered for forty years 
the lack of organized credit 
es, 

3 Money Basis of Farming. 

“ Agitation for a federal land banking | . 
System culminated in the federal farm 
loan act eleven years ago. The banks 
organized under the act are as important 
to agriculture ag the national banking 
and federal reserve systems are to busi- 
ness. 

“ Crities may have some cause to ques- 
tion the abuses that have crept into the 
System through lack of sufficient super- 
vision during its formative period, but 
they must admit the tremendous good 
accomplished. This great banking sys- 
tem already has made long time farm 
loans to 535,000 farmers to an aggregate 
amount of $2,100,000,000, and has reduced 
imterest rates throughout our agricul- 
tural areas to an aggregate of over $100,- 
000,000 a year. 


How Banking Act Works. 


“ The ited States is divided into 
twelve federal land bank districts. A 
federal land bank is organized in each 
district. They are not organized for 
profit and they lend only to groups of 
ten or more farmers formed into locai 
associations. The banks niay issue bonds 
to the extent of twenty tithes their cap- 
ital and surplus. The interest rate on 
mortgages may not be over 6 per cent 
and the bond rate not over 5 per cent. 
These banks have issued $1,093,690,000 in 
bonds now outstanding in the hands of 
the investing public. 

“The federal farm loan act also pro- 
vides for joint stock land banks, 
financed by private capital. Eighty-three 
have been chartered but only 53 remain 
in operation. The others have liquidated 
or been absorbed. They deal direct with 
the farmer. 

Power of Bond /ssuance,. 

“These banks may issue bonds up to 
fifteen times their capital and surplus. 
Their maximum interest rate in 6- per 
cent. The stockholders are liable to the 
extent of double the par value of their 


stock. Any one conversant with loaning |~ 


on farm land knows that in times of 
agricultural depression and crop failures 
some foreclosures are necessary. Wanks 
that deal only tu this class of security 
must build up sufficient reserves to carry 
their frozen assets until the land can be 
sold. 

“The earnings of the banks are lim- 
ited and it is only after a bank is sea- 
soned and has its reserves established 
for these contingencies that it can con- 
tinue to maintain an 8 to I0 per cent 
div dend rate. Undér the new rules and 
regulations of the farm loan board there 
is little danger of a recurrence in land 
bank stock speculation for some time to 
come. 

Appraisals Often Excessive. ie: 

“ Lending on excessive values and poor 
appraisals are the principal contributing 
causes to the troubles of the one Fed- 
eral and four joint stock land banks 
whose assets now are in a more or less 
frozen condition. Loans were made when 
agriculture was at the height of its, 
prosperity. The banks all seemed to 
function in perfect oréer. The federal 
farm loan board felt secure in its meth- 
ods of supervision. Big prices for agri- 
cultural products made land prices soar. 

“ Agricultural prosperity went to the 
heads of country bankers and specula- 
tors and put to sleep the ordinary cau- 
tion of some land bank officials. The 
treasury department during the last two 
years has taken matters in hand and 
been instrumental in passing drastic 
rules and regulations which now are 
being enf d. These have brought 

about a marked parovenmyet in the 
entire system.”
